To havea 
child assume the role and play it in parrot 
fashion would be to take from Buster all his 
charm: and to have any one of stature and 
figure maturer than that of a child would be 
equally unsatisfactory. In Master Gabriel, 
however, a player has been found who com- 
bines the intelligence and comprehension of 
an adult with the form of a child. A man in 
years, he is but a boy of 6 or 7 in size and 
build. He looks Buster to the HMfe. Slight 
and lithe of figure, he has the innocent, jolly 
face, the big, wide open eyes, and the whole 
facial expression of the Outcault cherub. 

Voice, manner, and movements are all 
those of a boy of the Buster age and kind, 
but the intelligence of the man enables the 
actor to play the rdle as no child could ever 
play it.

She has 
come to regulate her daughter’s household 
and incidentally to see that Buster's father 
is elected mayor of Brownville. -The cook, 
Gladys, serves notice that she will leave that 
night if the grandmother-stays, and Buster‘s 
father insists that he has no desire to be- 
mayor. -The grandmother is adamant, 
however, anf it becomes Buster’s bounden 
duty to get rid of the positive old lady. A 
$5 bill from. his father causes him to con- 
sent to undertake the job, and he and Tige 
set to work. 

Buster has an aunt who lives at his house 
and who is being wooed by a young fellow 
named Jack. The aunt makes her betrothal 
with Jack dependent on the latter's becom- 
ing mayor of Brownville. Byster overhears 
the plan, and, knowing of his father’s un- 
willingness to accept the position which the 
grandmother has arranged to force on him, 
has Jack introduced as Mr. Brown to the 
chairman of the political committee who 
calls to talk over the campaign. This chair- 
man has become charmed by the winsome 
personality of the grandmother, and Buster 
sees to it that this inclination is fostered 
and made to lead to the final removal of the 
objectionable relative.

Charles Frohman Is Hopeful. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

LONDON, March 6.—Charles Frohman, his 

views and projects, is the subject of a lengthy 
article In this morning’s Daily Telegraph, 
hich sent a special correspondent up to 
iverpool to Interview the American man- 
ager on his arrival. 

The correspondent writes that it is no 
secret that the present season in the United 
States, so far, has been anything but en- 
eouraging; that managers, artists, and 
authors have had abundant reason to com- 
plain, and if any man could explain the cause 
of the general depression it must surely be 
Mr. Frohman, who exercises so large a con- 
trolling influence in the world of entertain- 
ment, both here and on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

Mr. Frohman said, putting aside the ques- 
tion’ of universal disquietude and unrest: 
**L attribute the slump in a great measure to 
the want of plays, and when I say plays, I, 
mean plays likely to attract the public, who 
are as willing as ever they were to patron- 
ize the theater. A friend once asked me. 
‘Why did yoy produce such a bad piece?’ 
I could only reply, ‘ Well, I didn’t write it; 
I can only give you what I have, as a man- 
ager, who, after all, is merely a shopkeeper.’ 
If manufacturers ‘tor won't supply him 
with goods suitable*to his ‘market, what is 
. he to do? 

“There is, by the by, one important point 
I should like to make here, It is that I am 
anxious the English playwrights should not 
get into the habit of underratjng Amenican 
requirements and overestimating the imrpor- 
tance of a London success. We in America 
are in a sense still in rather a_ childlike 
stage. 

* What we ask for is a simple, straightfor- 
ward story, but if it is to do any good it must 
strike a genuinely human note.

So impressed are the democrats of other 
states that the choice of New York must pre- 
vail iri the convention that individual candi- 
dates have not made much headway.-. Their 
minds are entirely open. They are prepared 
to take Judge Parker if New York wants him. 
A great impetus will be given to the Parker 
boom at once, and the result of primary con- 
tests will be watched with the deepest atten- 
tion all over the country. 

Another point which will have weight with 
the western and southern democrats.in con- 
gress is that Parker apparently won in the 
state committee over the Cleveland’ senti- 
ment. This is regarded as a victory, not over 
the radicals of the Bryan school, but over 
the radicals of the otherextreme wing of the 
party.

Since 1804 
it has distributed 180,982,740 Bibles, New 
“estaments, Gospels, and Psalters. And 
the American Bible society, formed in 1816 
By Elias Boudinot of New Jersey, has kept 
mace with the activities of its predecessor, 
its issues to daté aggregating 72,670,783 
<opies. Four times it has canvassed the en- 
fire United States seeking to supply every 
family with a bible. 

The translation of the scriptures into 
every living tongue is perhaps the most 
Satisfactory illustration of the tremendous 


-$ndirect influence exerted by the two so- 


cieties. The earliest work of this kind was 
She printing of the gospel of St. Mark in 
the dialect of the Mohawk Indians. Over 
Br0 different languages now appear on the 
Mat of biblical publications. In many in- 
Stances the translators have rendered dis- 
Singuished service to the valuable science of 
comparative philology by reducing to writ- 
ing tongues which had previously only been 
Spoken. A centennial fund of 250,000 
#uineas is being raised in England, and the 
American society requires financial aid to 
prevent the crippling of the work here. To 
neither appeal can modern civilization afford 
to turn a deaf ear. 


- MORE BUILDING INSPECTORS. 

Building Commissioner. Williams has 
asked for an appropriation of $95,000. The 
Gnance committee has cut him down to 
$60,000 and gives him but one additional 
inspector.

COAL AND WAGES. 

With the end of a long, hard winter not 
yet in sight for Chicago, and on all sides the 
murmurings of the laboring classes not only 
against a decrease in wages in a time of 
some depression in business but even the 
demand for increase of pay in certain lines, 
the public faces a situation that may seem 
at a first glance to be without reason. 
There may be a disposition, indeed, to dis- 
miss a discussion of the subject by charac- 
terizing it as a part of some general dis- 
content among the wage earners. 

But it may be well to look upon al) that 
the passing but stil] present winter season 
has meant to laboring people. Of first im- 
portance have been the expenditures for coal 
—coal utilized for the most part in making 
the homes of the working classes warm 
enough for the prevention of suffering. In 
years past there have been occasional falls 
of temperature to exceed fora few days any- 
thing Chicago has experienced in the present 
winter. But for a leng, tedious stretch of 
zero weather, accompanied by an unusual 
depth of snow, the winter of 1903-04 must 
have unusual place in the memories of the 
wage earners who have had to look to the 
coal bin. However the working man may 
have felt this drain upon his earnings in 
past years, it is certain that his needs for 
fuel in the last season have been out of all 
proportion to those of average winters in 
Chicago. 

At this time, taking only coal into consid- 
eration and recognizing how it must have 
cut into the wage earner’s income and per- 
haps his savings, there is a reason why he 
should strive to keep his earnings intact. 
March promises little to Chicago in the les- 
sening of coal bills. April itself is more 
uncertain than is one of its proverbial days, 
while in the modern apartment building 
the owner who closes down his steam heat- 
ing plant by May 10 considers that the ele- 
ments have even favored him. 

It is conceded that it is in the cottage and 
the tenement of the wage earner that the 
stork leaves his burdens, almost to the ex- 
clusion of the modern apartment. With 
the babe in arms and the toddling child 
searcely upon its feet, shall not the cottager 
anticipate his needs for warmth? 

Just as winter may show its signs of 
weakening, too, there are indications that 
spring is to bring its own problem as sharp- 
ly home to the laborer in the increased price 
of flour and bread. “Marking the increase 
of flour from $4.50 to $5.85 a barrel, the 
master bakers of Chicago have heen consid- 
ering the necessity of raising the price of 
the pound loaf from 5 to 6 cents. Ina 
double sense this strikes at the wage earner. 
To him the matter of dry bread in his family 
diet means more than in any other walk of 
life. Itis his staple food. There is no sub- 
stitute for it on his table, just as there is 
nothing else within his means that so fills 
the wants of hunger and the needs of bodily 
waste. To increase the price of bread 20 
per cent would work a hardship upon him 
beyond the ideas of the well to do. 

It seems irrational to employers that 
wage earners should stand out stiffly for 
higher wages at a time when, according to 
their theories, wages should go down. They 
will have a clearer understanding of the 
situation when they take in the fact that 
the expenses of the workingmen in many 
directions have increased or are increasing. 


GIVE MUSHAM AN ASSISTANT. 

If the ideas of the council finance com- 
mittee are carried out in the council body 
a battalion ‘chief will be appointed for the 
purpose of relieving Fire Marshal Musham 
and his assistants, Campion, Townsend, 
and Horan, from all save the active duties 
that inevitably fall to them in the handling 
of any considerable fire. 

Before the question came to the finance 
committee it had been given the indorsement 
of the fire underwriters of Chicago. The 
situation has been that Marshal Musham 
is obliged to attend every important fire in 
the city, perhaps jumping to his feet from 
the perusal of matters connected with the 
financial affairs of the department, and 
having not even a private secretary or per- 
sonal stenographer to leave in his office 
while he raced away to the call. 

No other member of the mayor’s cabinet 

has been in such a position. Subordinate 
officers in other departments are held re- 
sponsible for the carrying out of their chief’s 
orders, wifile the heads of these depart- 
ments sit at desks toissue them. Had Su- 
perintendent of Police O’Neill gone to the 
front in the work of capturing the car barn 
bandits at Miller’s station, his action in so 
doing would have been considered unusual. 
. Yet every big fire brings Marshal Musham 
to the front with his horse at a gallop. 
- No one will doubt for a moment that the 
presence of the fire marshal in person at 
any menacing fire is absolutely essential to 
the best results in fighting sucha fire. Heis 
the general in a battle, and anything that 
puts a clog upon his arriving at the scene 
at the earliest moment and in the best con- 
dition for work is a hindrance to the servite. 
. Let the council take off his shoulders the 
burdens of inspecting the property of the 
department, the purchasing of supplies, and 
all the detail which has been imposed upon 
the office. Leave him free to superintend 
the fighting of the city’s fires and the men 
who do the fighting. 


CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

When a war breaks out the belligerent na- 
tions are inclined to enlarge the catalogue 
of articles contraband of war, while neutral 
nations, which wish to see the least possible 
interference with their trade, do not look 
favorably on that enlargement. There are 
certain articles, such as military or naval 
supplies and whatever may appertain im- 
mediately to the uses of war, which are by 
general agreement held to be contraband. 
So when, in the rules of war recently pro- 
claimed by Russia, it is set forth that arms 
amd ammunition and everything apper- 
taining to artillery or to the equipment and 
clothing of troops are fair prize wherever 
they may be found, no neutral nation will 
dream of remonstrating. 

When thé Russian government says that 
“every kind of fuel, such as coal, naphtha, 
spirits, etc.,” shall be contraband of war, 
some neutral nations may not acquiesce 
cheerfully because their commercial] inter- 
ests may be affected. Great Britain, a 
large exporter of coal, will admit that that

The United States always has contended 
that provisions are not contraband of war. 
The Russian rules of war say that food- 
stuffs, “if they are sent at the enemy’s 
cost or order,” are liable to seizure. Such 
a regulation may interfere seriously with 
the trade of a neutral] nation which is an 
exporter of foodstuffs. The naval officers 
of a belligerent are fond of making prizes. 


They are inclined to seize a ship and let the 


prize courts decide whether it ought to have 
been seized. They may be only too ready 
to assume that a cargo of provisions bound 
for an enemy’s port has been bought or 
ordered by* the ehemy and is ‘legitimate 
It should not be assumed hastily that the 
Russian rules of war will interfere with 


“the legitimate trade of the United States. 


The Russian government has always stood 
up for the least possible interference with 
the lawful trade of the subjects of neutral 
states. Furthermore, there are not at this 
time, so far as is known, any Russian cruis- 
ers hovering off the coasts of Japan or sail- 
ing back and forth in the Pacific on the look- 
out for vessels which are on their way: to 
Japanese ports with contraband of war. If 
the Japanese fleet had been worsted in the . 
first encounter the Russian war vessels 
might now be blockading Japanese harbors 
or scouring the seas to find ships whose car- 
goes might be contraband of war, but as 
matters have turned out the sphere of 
activity of the Russian vessels is limited-un-. 
less the four cruisers at Vladivostok leave 
that port and get to work. 


MIDSUMMER COURTS. 

There are now 20,000 civil cases await- 
ing trial in the Cook county courts. If no 
new suits were to be begun it would take 
the judges, working at the present rate of 
speed, two and a half years to dispose of 
the cases. Here is areal grievance. Here 
is a denial of that prompt justice to whicb 
in theory every one who has to go to the 
courts in pursuit of his rights is entitled. 

The general public does not take this 
grievance to heart. It is notso indignant as 
it often is over much smaller matters. Prob- 
ably that is because a large and fortunate 
number of people have no occasion to de- 
mand justice from the courts. Of course, 
where there is a plaintiff there is a de- 
fendant, but frequently the latter does not 
find fault with the delays of the law. They 
suit him perfectly. 

The public is apathetic and will remain 
so, but how disgraceful it is that the courts 
should be in such a condition. If they were 
closed permanently the community would 
adjust itself to the situation and might get 
along better as a rule than it does under 
the present system, where one has to wait 
two years or more for his case to be heard 
and then may get a verdict only to have it 
set aside and a new trial ordered by an 
Appellate or the Supreme court. : 

One peculiarly aggravating feature of the 
situation for lawyers who try cases is that 
during the summer months the civil courts 
are closed as regards jury trials. Plaintiff 
and defendant and their counsel may be in 
the city in July or August ready to go into 
court and have their controversies adjudi- 
eated. There would be no difficulty about 
getting jurors in spite of the warm weather, 
but the courts are closed, although it is the 
plain intent of the law that the Circuit and 
Supérior courts shall be open every month 
in the year. The law is not satisfied by 
having a judge around to hear motions, is- 
sue injunctions, or dispose of a habeas 
corpus case. 

Many Chicago lawyers are making what 
really appears to be a reasonable request. 
It is that the law shall be obeyed and the 
courts kept open during midsummer, so 
that suitors and their counse] may have 
their cases heard. Compliance with this 
request will not deprive the judges of the 
vacations on which they set so much store 
and which they sometimes extend to unrea- 
sonable lengths, but it will necessitate a 
distribution of the vacations throughout the 
year. That will not be a hardship. The 
man who takes his month off in December 
or January can spend his time pleasantly in 
California or Florida. Refreshed and re- 
invigorated by this holiday he can easily 
work through July and August along with 
about 1,900,000 of his fellow citizens. 

It may be that the change in the vacation 
system which is asked for will not increase 
the total amount of work done in the year, 
though some lawyers believe it will. Be 
that as it may, since it is the intent of the 
law that the courts shall be open every 
month, the judges, of all men, should be the 
ones to insist on their being kept open. They 
are the sworn guardians of the law. Then, 
too, since there are lawyers who wish to try 
cases in midsummer, why should not the 
judges oblige them? Bench and bar should 
be on good terms, and the one should al- 
ways be ready to grant any lawful reason-

summer as well as in midwinter.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

HROUGH the death of Robert John 
Ralph Boreel, an Anglo-Dutch rela- 
tive of the house of Astor, an Amer- 
foan woman is deprived of the prospect 
of becoming an English “ baronetess "’ 

and of the succession to an English title. For 
Robert John Boreel, whose demise is re- 
ported as having taken place quite recently 
at Guildford, in England, was the heir pre- 
sumptive to the baronetcy of his cousin, Sir 
Jacob Boreel, who is not a British subject,

ber to the late king of Holland. Robert 
Boreel, who was but 87 years of age, mar- 
ried Miss Edith Ives, daughter of Philip 
Ives of Hartford, Conn., and leaves no son, 
but only two little girls, who, together with 
their parents, were well known to all Amer- 
ican visitors at Pau, in the south of France, 
where they made their home. | 
The late Robert Boreel’s grandfather was 
grand master of ceremonies of the court of 
the Netherlands and married in April, 1834, 
Sarah Astor Langdon, a niece of the original 
‘John Jacob Astor, and who after her mar- 
was created dame du palais to Queen 
Sophia of the Netherlands. 


The Boreel relatives of: the Astorg have 
not kept up much intercourse with their 
American kinsfolk, and the latter have never 
taken ‘the trouble to go into mourning when 
there have been any deaths among the chil- 
dren and grandchildren of Sarah Astor 
Langdon Boreel, who include in. addition to 
those mentioned the baronesses de Pallandt 
and de Groenince. Moreover, when the 


at Paris, was abandoned by his American 
wife, one of the Astor Careys, who after her 
divorce married thé Jate Elliott Zborowski, 
all the Boreel connections of the Astors sided 
with the chevalier. de Stuers against her, “ 

The Boreel baronetcy was originally con- 
ferred by King Charles I. in 1645 upon Will- 
dam Boreel, a famous Dutch diplomatist, who 
was accredited as ambassador to the Eng- 
lish court, his father curiously enough hav- 
ing occupied a similar position in London 
during the reign of King James I. and was 
knighted by that monarch. Sir Wiliam 
Boreel, the first baronet, was equally fa- 
vored by King Charles IL., and it is atated 
that he was created by that sovereign a 
baron of England, with a seat in the house 
of lords. The Boreel family have still in 
their possession the royal warrant, granting 
this peerage and bearing the signature of 
King Charles Il. But the latter seems to 
have been informed by his ministers that 
a foreign envoy could not possibly be created 
an English peer with a seat in the upper 
house of parliament, and consequently the 
formalities in connection with the peerage 
were never completed, and the honor, such 
as it was, lapsed on Sir William’s death. 

I notice that some of the standard peerages 
declare that at the Herald’s college in Lon- 
don nothing whatever is known as to the 
right of Sir Jacob Boreel, the actual head of 
the house, to Sir William’s baronetcy, no 
pedigree having been officially registered in 
England since its creation. But the Boreels 
are an old family of the Dutch\patriciate, 
who can trace their ancestry back in an 
unbroken line to the fourteenth century at 
Ghent, and whose lineage has been officially 
registered fn the Netherlands ever since the 
death of Peter Boreel, in 1568. 

It is possible that I may be taken to task 
for the use of the word “ baronetess”’ in 
order to describe the wife of a baronet. But 
“while it is true that the use of this title has 
become In a measure obsolete, yet it is never- 
theless official, and was employed in the 
reign of King James I., who founded the 
order of baronets, and likewise in the reigns 
of King Charles L, King Charles Il., and 
King James II. to designate the consorts 
of baronets. Indeed, King Charles I. actually 
conferred a baronetcy upon a woman, Mary 
Bolles of Osberton, Notts, whom he created 
a baronetess of Nova Scotia, while in 1686 
King James IL, conferred a baronetcy on 
Gen. Cornelius Spellman of the Netherlands, 
with a special clause conferring on his 
mother the rank and title of a “ baronetess 
of England.” 


The great London banking house of Coutts, 
where British monarchs and the members of 
their family have banked and kept their pri- 
vate accounts since the reign of King George 
Il., is about to move from 59 Strand, where 
it has been established since 1692, to a hand- 
some building, which has been completed for 
its accommodation a littlefarther west on the 
opposite side of the same thoroughfare. The 
date of the removal is belng kept a strict 
secret, in view of the enormous value of the 
treasures to be transferred, and will, it is 
said, be done entirely underground by means 
of a tunnel constructed for the purpose. 

In olden times safe deposit vaults, as they 
now exist, were unknown in England, and 
whenever great people went abroad, some- 
times merely when they left town, they were 
wont to send all their valuables, especially 
their jewels and their plate, to their bankers 
for safe keeping in the vaults of the bank. 
Thus Nelson kept his jewels at Coutts’, many 


+ of them presented to him by foreign rulers, 


‘so did the great duke of Wellington and the 
famous marchioness of Conyingham, upon 
whom King George IV. is known to have be- 
stowed many of the crown jewels, some of 
which were recovered from her with great 
difficulty at his death, while. others have 
never been seen since. 

There are numerous strong rooms at 
Coutts’, some of them guarded by iron doors 
weighing nearly a ton each, full of trunks 
and chests of plate, some of which have been 
there undisturbed for 150 years and more. 
Years of litigation would be probably re- 
quired to ascertain who are today the legal 
owners of these old and long forgotten treas- 
ures. In many cases there are no claimants. 
But meanwhile Coutts have never disre- 
garded their original trust as mere custo- 
dians, and keep the bexes undisturbed with- 
out even attempting to examine their con- 
tents. 

Some of the cases In the huge, subterranean, 
cloister like vaults of the old Coutts bank 
are known to contain not merely the securi- 
ties and title deeds but also the confidential 
papers of the oldest and grandest houses 
of the European aristocracy and of old 
world royalty. It is there that have been 
lying for more than a century the documents 
relating to the secret marriage of King 
George IV. with Mrs. Fitzherbert, and also 
to the union of one of his brothers to Mme. 
de St. Laurvnt, with whom he lived for years 
in Canada. | 

It is there, too, that lies concealed in a 
strong box the key to the mysterious tragedy 
through which the late duke of Aumale be- 
came possessed of the colossal fortune of the 
last of the Condé princes of Bourbon and of 
the magnificent palace of Chantilly, now 
owned by the Institute of France. Theprince 
de Condé, it may be remembered, was found 
hung in such a way that his death could not 
have been possibly self-inflicted, and while 
the duke of Aumale was much too young at 
the time to have been in ahy way a party to 
the crime—he was a mere boy then—yet the 
fact remains that the prince’s alleged suicide 
-took place on the day after he had announced 
his intention to alter his will, and to make 
the Comte de Chambord instead of the Duc 
d’Aumale his principal heir. Indeed, It is 
believed that if the Duc d’Aumale left Chan- 
tilly to the nation it was because he was 
aware of the popular impression that he 
owed its possession to a crime of which he 
himself was wholly and entirely innocent. 

Emperor Napoleon IIT. kept all his most 
important papers at Coutts’ bank, and so, too, 
did the.late Prince Bismarck, who, in spite 
of his pronounced hatred for England, sent 
all his private papers as Well as a quantity 
of official documents of which he desired to 
retain possession over to London for,safe- 
keeping at Coutts’ as soon as ever he realized 
that his dismissal was imminent. Indeed, it 
is believed that his amazing delay inoffermeg 
the resignation demanded by the emperor 
was attributable to his anxiety to get his 
papers out of the country while he still oc- 
cupied the office of chancellor and was all- 
powerful.

PARIS, Feb. 24.—Some exceedingly inter- 
esting details concerning Mme. de Maupas- 
sant’s last days and death are just becoming 
known. She was the model for all mothers, 
absolutely idolizing her two sons, Guy de 
Maupassant and his elder brother, devoting 
herself to them completely. As every one 
“au courrant ” knows, she a pronounced 


freethinker and would never admit even 
the existence of God, and was thus an ex~- 
traordinary exception among French women. 
After the elder De Maupassant’s death she 
doubled, if possible, her love and attention 
for the celebrated, and when he died went 
into a melancholic decline which ultimately 
resulted in her death. Shortly before the 
end came a pious friend tried to reconcile | 
her with God. Mme. de Maupassant lis- 
tened patiently until the close of the exhorta- 
‘tion, then, rising up in a tragic fashion, she 
exclaimed: “God! Ah, if he exists, I should 
like to meet him. You say I shall meet him 
face to face. I am glad of that, for I have 
an account to settle with him.”” For she was 
never reconciled to Guy de Maupassant's 
death. 

The first Goncourt academy prize will 
shortly be awarded to the most deserving 
young author, and many candidates are 
struggling to obtain the snug little fortune 
the brothers left to be distributed annually. 
As far, however, as any other practical 
benefits to literature which the new academy 
will confer, nothing in any way hopeful 
seems in proepect.

He said it had been expressly 
understood that the Giants were not to play 
at home on the Highlanders’ opening day 
and that the subterfuge of scheduling the 
Giants at Brooklyn instead was unfair. It 
was this point which led to the quarrel be- 
tween Johnson and Dreyfuss a month ago 
when they attempted to hold a conference 
regarding the two schedules.

Hart Surprised at Conflict.

Arguments in support of continued en- 
forcement of the midnight closing law were 


made last night by the Rev. Johnston Myers 
at the Immanuel Baptist church, Twenty-~ 
third street and Michi avenue. He 
warned his hearers that liquor element 
ig directing its forces against the law in an 
effort to influence the aldermen, and that 
the test will come next Monday night, when 
the measure will be presented for final ac- 
tion by the council. The reasons given by 
the minister for closing the saloons at mid- 
night were: 

Assuming that the saloon is a legitimate busi- 
ness, it is quite enough that the saloonk and 
his employés, many of whom are men, 
should work from 5 a. m. until 12 p. m. 

After the midnight hour more young people are 
corrupted than in all the other hours of the day 
combined. 

The saloons after midnight afford lurking places 
for thieves and murderers. 

Dr. Myers urged his hearers to attend the 
massmeeting in the Interest of the closing 
ordinance to be held at noon today at Willard 
hall and to use th influence with their 
aldermen. 

“I was told,’ said he, “ by an alderman 
that if the moral element of the city would 
employ one-half the energy that is being 
brought to bear om the aldermen by jtheir 
friends, that the midnight closing law would 
continue to be enforced. The law will come 
before the council for its final hearing on 
March 14, and unless your efforts are effect- 
ive will be defeated. : 

“Since the enforcement of the midnight 
closing law, beginning last May, as a result 
of agitation by the press and pulpit, there 
has been a falling off in crime amounting 
to one-third, If measurés being taken for 
the abrogation of the midnight closing law 
are successful more harm will be done the 
city than can be repaired in years by 
‘preaching and writing. | 

* The car barn bandits, before the commis- 
sion of their crime, spent their hours in a 
saloon. Most murders can be traced to some 
saloon, the assassin usually drinking all 
nner before starting on his murderous 
érrand.”’

Wholesale Conditions Mixed. 

The wholesale situation continued irregu- 
lar, some lines showing improvement while 
others stil] suffered from untoward weather 
conditions, scarcity of cars, and wide fluctua- 
tion in values. Foodstuffs were in the lat- 
ter class, grains, provisions, eggs, butter, 
potatoes, and other farm products suffering 
from realizing on the high prices which pre- 
viously prevailed, either in the speculative 
or cash markets or in both. Cotton and 
coffee continued to be erratic in a speculative 
way, unsettling spot values. Limber and 
ooals felt the weather and car shortage most, 
although demand for the former showed some 
improvement, with hardwoods prominent and 
prices steady. Lumber receipts are running 
10 per cent behind those of last year. Trans- 
actions in clothing, dress materials, and silks 
were on a better scale, and groceries were 
seasonably active without material change in 


Pp 
Bituminous Coal Firm. 

In coals the wage scale negotiations at 
Indianapolis had a firming tendency on bitu- | 
minous markets throughout the west. This 
resulted from the possible. effécts of strikes 
in the states represented in the interstate 
conference. In some instances shippers 
withdrew quotations on spot coal to await 
developments, and, in consequence, prices 
gained from 10c to 25c a ton. Of the coal 
situation the Black Diamond says: 

“In the western anthracite trade the mar- 
ket continues steady and unchanged. Dock 
etocks in Chicago, Milwaukee, and at the 
head of the lakes are well reduced, and little 
hard coal will be carried over into the new 
year, unless March proves to be an un- 
usually mild month. Two of the large dock 
companies in,;Chicago have cleaned up their 
tonnage and are dependent on rail ship- 
ments to supply their trade. Other com- 
panies have reduced their surplus tonnage. 
All rail shipments from the east are serious- 
Iy delayed in reaching Chicago, and this is 
quite naturally maktug spot coal scarce, 
althotgh demand this week has not been 
quite as active as it was formerly, owing 
to the milder weather. Neverthelegs, there 
are enough orders on hand and coming for- 
ward to absorb current arrivals. Coal west- 
ward bound from Buffalo and the mines 
requires about three weeks under favorable 
conditions toreach Chicago. One large ship- 
ping company this week said it had not 
received a car of anthracite shipped from 
the mines during February, some of this 
having been out nearly six weeks. Some of 
the main trunk lines are giving better serv- 
ice, but the tonnage they are handling is 
small,’’ 

Metal Outlook Generally Good. 

Conditions in metals were diverse. A fair 
tonnage was accomplished, but some of the 
influences were unfavorable. Nine dollar pig 
iron is common, though not universal among 
the large southern makers. There is some 
hokiing back among those who hope the ex- 
pected increase in spring demand will make 
better prices possible, but $9.00 seems to be 
ithe prevailing price. Northern irons are 
slow to follow, the open quotation for No. 2 
Lake Superior foundry being $13.50, Chica- 
ge, and cuts are not common. The war in 
prices of steel hoops continues, but the in- 
dications are that bottom is about reached. 
Scrap shows a downward tendeney for the 
first time this year, offerings being more yb. 
eral and demand moderate. On the other 
hand, there was slight firmness in light rails, 
merchant pipe, and track supplies. Wire, 
nails, and steel bars pong Ba a firm tone. An 
encouraging feature wae the continued buy- 
ing of freight cars by ra companies. 


Conditions in Uther Markets. 


In parts of the south there ig greater ac- 
tivity than ever before in lumber operations 
and in the establishment of industries de- 
pendent thereon. In spite of impediments 
due to strese of weather in some quarters, the 
month of February showed diminution in the 
developmental work of this chamacter. 


There has been reported a ber of im- 
portant purchases of Umbergracts, espec- 
ially in West Virginia, one o ese of 86,000 
acres in pine, hemlock, and soft wood, in 
Tucker, Pendleton, and Randolph counties. 
The paint trade is looking to milder weather 
to remove the dullness which has kept busi- 
ness the first two months this year well un- 
der last year. Prices, however, hold firm, 
despite this, and conditions otherwise are 
favorable. While the wool market shows no 


improvement in the volume of business trans- 
acted, there has been a good call the last week 


and also for three-eighths blood fleeces. 
What demand there is, is still for the lower 
order of wools, those grading from a half 
blood down. Prices are firm on everything, 
as supplies show a continued tendency to 
decrease, and on quarter bloods are strong 
with an upward tendency.

CONSIDER NEW GROP. 


DIFFERENT FACTOR ENTERS INTO 
WHEAT PRO 


Severe Break Dislodges Long Holders 
and Lessens General Speculative In- 
terest, War Lgas Potent as a Bull In- 
centive, and Traders Watching for 
Crop News and Looking at th¢Price 
—General Declines in Corn, Oats, and 
Provisions. 


The wheat trader has had a new problem to 
occupy his aftention the last week, the ques- 
tion whether high prices reached on the 
scarcity of grain of good quality, the sharp 
upturn in cash prices on milling demand and 
the May deal, and the subsequent sensational | 
advance in the deferred futures on the war 
scare can be maintained on the possibility 
of damage to the new crop or of more or less 
sensational crop scares. 

The time is approaching when the growing 
crop comes out of winter quarters, and there 
is more or less apprehension as to the ap- 
pearance it will make. The Ohio crop report 
made the condition on March 1 only 69, com- 
paring with one of 77 in January, and of 044 
year ago. As Ohio fared better in the way 
of moisture and snow protection during the 
winter than the southern siates and Kansas 
there is the possibility that other state re- 
ports and the government report, to be issued 
this week, will show a marked loss in condi- 
tion.

-of rains.in the southwest, where they are 


badly needed, and under their influence the 
market, which had reacted over 2c, closed 
barely lc above the bottom figures of the 
sharp break of the week. 


Overlook the War. 


Local traders as a rule heve decided that 
the war is a back number ase market fac- 
tor. The liquidating movement, which start- 
ed at the close of the previous week, was 
continued @uring. the last week, the selling on 
so heavy a scale that losses of 18c in the 
May, 7c in the July, and 7c in the September 
were sustained from the high points of the 
advance. Large and small holdings alike 
were sacrificed, and the severe break has ap- 
parently had the natural effect of discourag- 
ing outside speculation. 

The high prices paid for cash wheat have 
had the result of increasing farmers’ sales, 
and milder weather, both southwest and 
northwest, has enabled the railroads to move 
grain cars more readily. The result has 
been an increase in the receipts, primary 
points getting over 1,200,000 bu more for 
the week than for the same week last year. 
There is still a great deal of genera! testi- 
mony to the effect that stocks in the country 


are light, but northwestern country elevator } 


etocks decreased only 700,000 bu in February, 
compared with a decrease of 1,800,000 bu a 
year ago, and are now 500,000 bu larger than 
they were last year. The figures of liberal 
present receipts have had more effect on 
speculative temper than theories as to what 
may happen later. The apprehension of other 
European powers becoming involved in the 
struggle between Russia and Japan is no 
longer heard of, and while foreign markets 
have held firm foreignere have not been large 
buyers in this country. The export move- 
ment has dropped off still further, ee 
ances for tHe week only 1,648,000 bu com- 
pared with 8,491,000 bu last year, and for 
the crop since July 1, 50,600,000 bu less than 
the corresponding period a year ago. 


Foreign View. | 


Foreign grain authorities, who have been 
skeptical as to the claims of a shortage of 
wheat supplies in this country and of the 
possible effect of war in increasing European 
demand and values, seem to have modified 
their views. The Liverpool Corn Trade 
News, issued on Feb. 23, at a time when 
prices in this market were booming, discusses 
the situation as follows: 

“The strength of the situation in America 
is indeed phenomenal, and be it noted that 
this strength is not based on the war, al- 
though the war has had its influence. We 
have seen today correspondence addressed to 
firms on this side from Minneapolis, etc., 
which confirms the strongest reports hitherto 
published in this paper. The U. 8S. A. domes- 
tic demand for flour has been exceptionally 
good right along, and even when the rise had 
fairly started, it could be said that the de- 
mand was better than it was when the level 
of prices was lic lower. Evenif there should 
be little or no export trade for the remainder 
of the season, millers think it will be difficult 
to get enough wheat to keep mills running, 
for country elevator stocks in the northwest 


are down to a minimum and farmers are be- 


lieved to hold lighter reserves than for years. 
Finally the opinion is expressed that the last 
crop was greatly overestimated. ; 

“It must certainly be acknowledged that 
the war has infused as much strength and 
activity into the market as were expected. 
The fear of complications which would in- 
volve this country or some other great power 
in the conflict has been ever present, and 
we need hardly say that it still exists. It 
is far from our wish to make too much of 
the various alarmist reports which appear 
in the daily press, but we cannot hide from 
ourselves that there is certainly a sore feel- 
ing in Russia against this country, and, 
moreover, the hostile articles of the Rus- 
sian press could not be printed unless per- 
mitted by the official censor. On the other 
hand, it seems absurd to°suppose that Rus- 
sia should want to ‘take on’ a second 
adversary when she already has her hands 
full with Japan. 

“The market is certainly in a nervous 
state, and while war and rumors of war 
claim so much attention from the trade, it 
is to be expected that the upward movement 
will continue, at least for some time. But 
such an influence is largely of a sentimental 
nature, although not entirely so, for it Is 
more than likely that the movement from 
Russia will be curtailed by the dearth of 
railway wagons and locomotives,. and if 
war broke out in the Balkans it might have 
even a more direct result in curtailing sup- 
plies. These prospective reductions in ship- 
ments, however, are not certain, and we have 
the undoubted fact that last week’s total 
of wheat and flour was only slightly under 
the estimated requirements, notwithstand- 
ing that the American contribution was be- 
low 200,000 quarters, and that the movement 
from several quarters is now at about the 
lowest ebb. A big business has certainly 
been done on the rise and it is only reason- 
able to think that when this stuff comes for- 
ward, the weekly totals will be liberal In- 
deed. How the mafket will shape in the 
future must depend on war developments 
and the crop situation in the spring, but if 
political matters should quiet down, we fan- 
cy that prospects of abundant supplies would 
occupy the attention of the trade much more 
than at present.” 


Declines in Corn and Oats. 


It was not natural for the corn market to 
be unmoved by the sharp decline In wheat, 
and while it had not responded liberally to 
the advance in that grain, it sold off about, 
8c during the week on scattered and heavy 
liquidation, the May rallying on open Ar- 
mour «support, but closing 4%c under the 
high point at 538%c sellers. The continued 
weakness of cash corn and the eastern car 
situation, which has restricted shipments, 
have all had a more or less depressing effect. 
Drying houses are finding it possible to turn 
out contract corn on a’ small scale, and 
while their contributions for the week—180. - 
000 bu-were not heavy, they were much 
larger than they have been running. 

Oats have been weak on continued liquida- 


‘tion by the big holder of May, all of whose 


line is supposed to have gone over, and by 
selling by lesser longs, which carried the 
price down to 40\%c, a loss of 6c. The close 
for the week was ic above the bottom at a 
net loss of 2%c for the week and of 5%c from 
the high point. Receipts have been Nberal 
on country sales, attracted by the sharp ad- 
vance. Scarcity of cars has restricted the 
shipping demand, and there. been great 
industry on the part of the ng houses in 
turning out standard oats, their contribu- 
tions last week amounting to about 500,000 
bu. This was the phase of the situation 
which discohcerted the May holders. 


Provisions Share the Weakness. 

In provisions the greater part of the work 
of two months in price building was undone 
by a combination of grain weakness, raiding 
by bears, and liquidation by longs, a large 
part of which was enforced. The net losses 
for. the week were $1.771%4@1.95 in pork, 58%@ 
60c in lard, and 67%@70c in ribs. There was 
some reaction from the low points of Fri- 
day, 37%c, 20c, and 22%c respectively at the 
Saturday close. The hog receipts early in 
the week were heavy, but on some reduction 
of prices at the yards receipts had dwindled

PRICES INCLINED TO RISE. 


ABSENCE OF 
TION IS NOTED IN THE MARKET. 


Extended Short Interest Regards It as 
Most Encouraging Sign Witnessed 
in Weeks—Daily Transactions Fell 
to Smallest Volume Recorded for 
Several Years and Business of Com- 
mission Houses Falls Off—Transac- 
tions for Foreign Account Trifiing. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, March 5.—[Special.]—There 
Was no recurrence in the week's stock mar- 
ket dealings of the slight amount of gen- 
vine outside liquidation which was observed 
last week, and which was so loudly ex- 
ploited by the short interest, and, mainly in 
consequence of its absence, prices have 
risen slowly but still quite steadily. 

The appearance of the liquidation ques- 
tion is the most encouraging sign the still 
extended short interest has witnessed in 
many weeks, but it is open to question 
whether this selling represented anything 
more than the closing out of some single 
large speculative account. 

The fact that it was so quickly concluded 
might be suggested to support this view, 
and, while it had the effect last week of 
depressing prices, it likewise had the effect 
of adding materially to the outstanding short 
account. It probably ts true this week's re- 
covery is owing almost exclusively to a re- 
treat of some part of the short interest. 

At all events, the daily transactions fell 
to the smallest volume recorded in nearly 
four years, and the business of the commis- 
sion houses declined to the minimum. 

The condition of the investment market 
continues unsatisfactory, although it may be 
eaid there have been some faint evidences 
of improving tendencies recently appearing. 
lt is highly important they should continue 
to expand, for it is undeniable that a more 
or less acute condition of indigestion pre- 
vailed for a long time, and it is only through 
a restoration of confidence, and, consequent- 
ly, enlarged equal demand for securities, that 
the unhealthy state of things can be cor- 
rected. The incessant borrowing by rail- 
way and other corporations, however neces- 
sary as a salutary process it may be, tends, 
of course, to choke further the investment 
market; but, while the plans and necessi- 
ties of railway corporations make it neces- 
sary financial assistance should be extended 
to them, the public seems indisposed to lend 
a hand, and the banking element is fur- 
nishing the requisite capital.

Business Men, Who Use Unjust 
Methods Bowing Down to 

Greed for Gold.

In a sermon on “ Modern Idolatry” the 
Rev. Bruce Brown yesterday severely criti- 


cised self-seeking politicians and miserly 
business men. The sermon was delivered 
in the North Side Christian church. 

“The man who is chosen to a position of 
public trust,’’ said Dr. Brown, ‘and will 
appoint men to office for his own personal 
ends and discharge them if they will not 
aid his re@iection, who uses the machinery 
of state.for party politics, puts his charac- 
ter and patriotism, his father’s good name, 
and duty to his fellow men on the altar of 
avarice. His god is himeelf and his glory is 
his shame. 


Some Worship Dollars.. 
' “ The man who tmmolates his life on the 
altar of business, whose love can be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents, hardens and 


in his cash drawer. He forms a trust with 
trust left out and merchandise is more to 
him than manhood, for it is a commodity 
that can be bought and sold and makes him 


gain. 

» “ He takes better care of his machinery 
than of his men, for it costs no money to 
get new men. His god is gold, his heart is 
metal, and he thinks in figures. With as 
little feeling as a cable car grinds life out 
of a helpless victim he will seek to debauch 
public officials that he may rob an entire 
city. 

*** Covetousness is idolatry,’ says the bible, 
but idol worshipers are not all rich. .Misers 
are as often poor as rich. The eagle is 
‘pinched as often in humble homes as in 
palaces. The car barn bandits, the men 
who would steal our,streets, the midnight 
thug, the men who run ‘sweat shops,the work- 
ingman who makes unjust and unreasonable 
demands, the preacher whose call is the size 
of the salary, the pillager of the poor, all 
bow as devotees before the god of gold. 


One of Humanity’s Crowning Sins. 


“Idolatry has been one of humanity’s 
crowning sins, and its effects up6én the race 
have been terrible beyond description. Its 
grosser forms have disappeared among civ- 
ilized peoples, but its spirit still manifests 
itself in our midst in many ways. The Word 
worship embraces all that we mean by rev- 
erence, devotion, allegiance, and love. The 
shrine at which these are laid becomes the 
controlling power in cny life. When these 
ere devoted to another object than the 
highest ideals we become idol worshipers,”’ 


RECEIVES MANY NEW MEMBERS. 
Pilgrim Congregational Church Now 


| the Third Largest of That Denom- 


ination in Chicago. 


Dr. Frederick E. Hopkins received eighty- 
five new members into Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional church yesterday and announced that 
there are but two Congregational churches 
in the city with a larger membership and 
but three that make larger benevolent con- 
tributions.

** Should any one ask for “ short and prac- 
tical definition of Christianity we would 
‘answer in three words: ‘The Good Sa- 
maritan.’

The good Samaritan may not be a professor 
of sociology, but he does things.” 


CHICAGO POOR PLACE TO REST. 


Ideal City in Which to Work or Invest, 
Declares Dr. Frank Gun- 
gaulus, 


Chicago is a poor place to rest, but an ideal 
city in which to work or invest, according to 
Dr. Frank Gunsaulus, who preached yester- 
day in the Auditorium. 

“This is a great, needy, hopéful, sinful, 
large hearted city,”’ said Dr.  Gunsaulus. 
Then he told of the feast of Belshazzar. 

‘IT know men who use their religious associ- 
ations in politics,’” he said. ‘* There is no 
corner of perdition too bad for the man who 
will drag his religion through the slime and 
mire of political aspirations. 

‘Today we, as a country, asa city, need to 
placard in all our public places, ‘ Wanted—a 
man.’ We need a man to read what is writ- 
ten on the walls of history, to interpret it for 
the present necessity. 

“The king was weighed, just as you and I 
are weighed. Put-him in the scale with all 
his wines, his wives, and his concubines, and 
he weighs just as much as Joseph Smith 
‘weighed in Washington day before yes- 
terday. 

‘Save our city. We do not need to goto 
our cemeteries to find positions vacated, 
thrones of lif® lost, opportunities dese- 
crated.”’ .

Weekly Bulletin Issued by Department 
Says Persons Using the Contamin- 
ated Water Are in Danger—Pneu- 
monia Continues te Claim Many 
Vietims—Conditions as Compared 
with New York Show Big Percent- 
“ee in waver of Chicago.

Chicago and according to the health 
departhhent if the daily average is main- 
tained the last of April the deaths from 
this since Nov. 1 will exceed 2,800.

health bulletin says: 

The city water is still bad, all stationswith only 
one or two exceptions—showing the 
contamination every day during the week. is 
conditions foreshadow an increase of typhoid fever, 
which will, of course, be ghiefly among those who 
have been drinking the contaminated hydrant 
water. All drinking water at the present time 
should be sterilized by boiling. 

Cultures show the diphtheria bacillus in about 
the same proportion as last week, Influenza is still 
present to a large extent, but the virulence of the 
germ is milder. is a marked increase of 
staphylococcus present, the germ that causes 
tonsilitis.
